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Part III DETAILED ACTION 

Declaration 

1. The reissue declaration filed with this application is 
defective because it fails to particularly specify the errors 
relied upon, as required under 37 C.F.R. § 1.175(a) (5) . 

Merely reciting added claims 71-87 in paragraph 8 of the 
declaration is inadequate. Applicants ' must specifically point 
out how each new claim differs from the related original claims. 
Claims substantially rewritten relative to the original claims 
must be explained in regard to what error is being corrected and 
how the change corrects the error. These errors and corrections 
must be explained in terms of the claim language. See In re 
Wittry 180 USPQ 320,323 (CCPA 1974). 

2. Claims 71 and 73-87 are rejected as being based upon a 
defective reissue declaration under 35 U.S. C. § 251. See 37 
C.F.R. § 1.175. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103 which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action : 
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A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies 
as prior art only under subsection (f) or (g) of section 102 
of this title, shall not preclude patentability under this 
section where the subject matter and the claimed invention 
were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same 
person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same 
person. 

4. Claims 71 and 73-87 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as 
being unpatentable over well known prior art (MPEP 706.02(a)) in 
view of Kanayama et al (JP 56-21471) , Yamanaka et al (JP 55- 
76480), or Matsunaga (JP 58-223954). 

Image processing apparatus comprising means for supplying or 
receiving color image information and character code data through 
a common line or input are well known in the prior art. 
Kanayama et al and Yamanaka et al provide evidence of image 
processing apparatus where character code data and image 
information are separately developed and then combined in memory. 
Matsunaga provides evidence of both separation of character code 
data and image information which are separately developed and 
then combined in memory. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's invention to 
have modified the well known color image processing apparatus to

have included means for separating, developing, and combining 
character code data and image information as taught in Kanayama 
et al, Yamanaka et al, or Matsunaga in order to improve 
processing efficiency and reproduction quality of combined 
character code data and image information. 

5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. The title should also indicate 
image/character separation, processing (development) , and 
combination .
